W. C. Jones of Columbia, Tenn. Finds 


Himself in Legal Difficulties. 

NasnwWILLI, Tenn., March 5.—W. C. Jones,

Accused of Conspiracy by Dave Hill, He 
Charges the Latter with Falsehood, 

Wasuinctor, D. C., Mareh 5.— [Special.

FIGHT BETWEEN CITY AND RAILROAD. 


The Company Attempts to Tear Down 
Braces for a New Bridge. N 

Schaxrox, Pa., March 5.— The city is erect- 
ing anew span of the Lackawanna avenue 
bridge, which runs over the double tracks of 
the Delaware and Hudson Canal company. 
To erect the span without interfering with 
traffic it is necesssary to put braces be- 
tween the company’s tracks. This was done 
early today.

HOW TO CONTROL THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 


Commissioner Wright Thinks the “ Gothen- 
burg System” the Best Means Devised. 

Wasnineton, D. C., March 5.—The Commis- 
sioner of Labor, Carroll D. Wrignt, has trans- 
mitted to the President his fifth special re- 
port dealinf’with the origin and practical op- 
eration of the so-called “Gothenburg system 
of regulating and restricting the liquor traffic 
of Norway and Sweden. Briefly stated, the 
Gothenburg system is the granting of 
a monopoly of, licenses in any given 
locahty for the retail and bar trade in spiritu- 
ous liquors to a commercial company formed 
for this purpose, After summarizing the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of the system, the 
report closes by saying:

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MANY HILARIOUS DISPLAYS. 


Exhibitions of Enthusiasm That Astonished 


Staid Washingtonians. 

Wasurnetox, D. C., March 5.—There was 
but little outward indication today of the 
quiet and sanctity which are considered as 
attributes of the orthodox Sabbath. The en- 
thusiasm aroused by the quadrennial 
political revolution, peculiar only to 
the American Republic, contjaued with 
some triff diminution throughout 
the night. Noneof the visitors went home, 
except those who were impelled to that step 
by necessity. When the serious work ot ia- 
ducting a new administration into office was 
completed the restraint of discipline was re- 
moved, and the hosts of good-natured visitors 
who have captured the Federal capital pro- 
ceeded to consult fairly their personal prefer- 
ences as to ways and means of enjoy:nent. 

Civitians and those who wore the uniforms 
of militia, guards, and artillerists emphasized 
their exubePance in every tumultuous way 
imaginable. The desire to yell and cheer 
seemed infectious, and this was later supple- 
mented by a longing to carry torches and 
worry the police. Up to a late hour many 
clubs, preceded by bands, paraded the streets, 
serenaded their friends, and found comfort 
in the noise and confusion they created. 

In the early morning hours which preceded 
daylight the celebration became more individ- 
ualized but scarcely less demonstrative. ‘The 


roll of drums and the blare of trumpets were 


heard less frequently. The hotel corridors 
were filled all night with men who strolled 
about in an aimless way tired out but un- 
wuling to admit the fact. Pennsylvania 
avenue was cfowded until morning 
with men who seemed to believe 
that such 1 — could not again be found 
until another four years should elapse. It was 
amatter for amazement how the men who 
had stood waiting for several hou-s previous 
to the parade, and who then had a long and 
tedious tramp in the teeth of an icy wind, 
could still unbottle sufficient enthusiasin to 
cover many miles in marching after night- 
fall. But a majority of them appeared fresh 
and contented, while the variety of forme in 
which they expressed their emotions was with- 
out limit. 

When the Pullman band struck up On the 

Bowery the New York men, including many 
Tammanyites, seized each other around the 
waists, and went through the variations of the 
Boom.de-ay dance. ‘hen the same band 
played the cannibal song from Sinbad the 
Chieago Iroquois clubmen chanted the re- 
frain. The friends of a dignified gentleman 
attached to the staff of Fitzhugh Lee had to 
hold him by main force to prevent him from 
dancing a breakdown when “Dixie” and 
“Old Virginny” were played. 
A favorite form of amusement was “ crack- 
ing the whip,”’ and it was an odd sight to see 
such solid and dignified citizens as belong to 
the Duck worthelub of Cincinnati trying to hurl 
the unfortunates who, being at the wrong end 
of the line, had to serve as erackers into 
infinite space. 

In marked contradistinction to the day- 
break of inauguration morning the Sabbath 
dawn was almost irreproachable. The vivient 
wind had modera to a gentle breeze, 
the gloomy clouds bad vanished, 
revealing an ideal winter sky. 
The sun ‘condescendingly siniled, 
and the frigid temperature so unusual in 
Washington at this season slowly yielded to 
this favorable. } of the elements. 
The brightness of the day seemed to infuse 
new life into the hosts of visitors, who ap- 
peared determined that such an opportunity 
for sight-seing and pleasure should not be 
neglected. 

Throughout the day the streets were 
thronged with pedestriaus and every thor- 
oughfare enlivened with more or less brilliant 
2 Clubs and bands paraded, groups 
of guardsmen promenaded, many visited 
the various favorite pomts of interest, 
and each stranger enjoyed himself 
in his own way. While the 
noise and confusion were entirely foreign to 
the customary quiet of a Washington Sab- 
bath, the demonstrations of enthusiasm were 
generally kept within reasonable — and 
scenes approaching disorder were of in- 
frequent occurrence. 

Deserting the Capital. 


All day long the National Guard of Penn- 
sylvaria, 8,000 strong, the Tammany biaves, 
8.000 in number, the Seventh Regiment of 
New York, and other organizations have been 
leaving the city on their special trains.

The condition of the public treasury, how- 
ever, though it did not result in the Fifty-sec. 
ond Congress getting below the billion dollar 
limit, undoubtedly influenced legislation to a 
considerable extent and prevented the author- 
ization of many pro new expenditures 
for improvement of public servi for 
pubhe buildings, payment of claims, for 
other purposes. 

Against New Public Buildings, 

A notable instance of the operation of this 
influence is seen in the fact that not a singie 
publie building bill passed the House and it 
was only by putting a number of them on the 
sundry civil appropriation bill thatany author- 
ization whatever for public buildings was se- 
cureti, 

The silver question was kept steadily before 
the attention of Congress by the alternate 
efforts of the advocates of free coinage and 
of the repeai of the Sherman law. The Coin- 
age committee of the House in the first ses- 
sion reported a free silver bill, which after an 
exciting debate was saved from defeat by the 
casting vote of the Speaker, but was after- 
ward filibustered to death, the friends of 
the bil failing to secure signa- 
tures of a majority of the Democrats 
to a petition askmg for a closure 
rule in its behalf. The Senate then passed a 
free coinage bill, but when the free silver 
men renewed their fight in the House they 
were outnumbered by fourteen votes, and of 
course failed. The anti-silver men met a sim- 
ilar fate in their efforts to secure a repeal of 
the present law, the Senate refusing by a de- 
cisive vote to consider it, and the House kill- 
ing the Andrew-Cate bill by declining to vote 
so as to give its friends the parliamentary 
right to move closure on it, without which it 
concededly could never be forced to a vote in 
the closing hours of the Congress. 

On the tariff the dominant y in the 
House adopted a policy of attacking the Me- 
Kinley bill in detail, largely for political rea- 
sons, and partly for the reasun that in view of 
the political complexion of the Senate it was 
practically out of the question to pass a gen- 
eral tariff revision bill through the Senate, 
whilespecial measures wight stand some show 
of passage. The result was the enactment, 
into law of two bills continuing block tin on 
tne free list, and fine linen at 35 per cent ad 
valorem. Under the McKinley bill large 
duties were to take effeet on these items in the 
near future. | .

Other separate bills were passed through the 
House, only to be pigeon-holed in the Senate, 
as follows: Free wool and reduction of duties 
on woolen manufactures; free cotton bagging, 
ties, gins, and cotton bagging machinery ; 
free bind twine; free silver lead ores, 
where the value (not the weight) of the silver 
exceetis that of the lead in any importation; 
free tinplate, terne plate, taggers tin, and 
limitation to $100 of the amount of personal 
baggage returning tourists may bring into the 
United States.

World's Fair legislation comprised ry 


grant of $2,500,000 in souvenir half dollars in 
aid of the Fair, the closing of its gates Sun- 
day, the appropriation of various amounts for 
different Fair purposes, and the passage of 
sundry acts of a special nature and minor im- 
portance. 

Anautomatic car-coupler bill, shorn of its 
drastic features, was enacted into law, as was 
also a national quarantine bill, increasing the 
powers of the marine hospital service to 
meet the threatened jangers from cholera, and 
an immigration law. imposing additional 
restrictions on immigration but not suspend- 
ing it entirely. 

Treaties Ratified. 


The Senate averted the bill over the Bering 
Sea seal fisheries by ratifymg a treaty of 
arbitration. It also ratified extradition trea- 
ties with Russia and other countries, but still 
has before it, a treaty of annexation of the 
Hawaiian Islands. 

The opening of the Cherokee Outlet was 
provided for in the Indian bill under a clause 
appropriating $8,295,000 for its purchase from 
the Indians, $295,000 to be paid in cash and 
$8,000,000 in five equal annual installments. 

Approximately 425 House and 235 Senate 
bills and joint resolutions became laws, mak- 
ing 660 acts put on the statute books as the 
result of the work of the Congress. A major- 
ity vf these measures were of interest only to 
individuals or localities, being for the relief 
of citizens, for the bridg.ng of streams, for 
the District of Columbia, for rights of way, 
etc. An uuusual proportion of the claims 
bills were for the relief of Southern men. 

The House passed in round numbers 625 
bills, of which 200 failed of passage in the 
Senate, and in the neighborhood of the 625 
bills passed by the Senate 300 failed in the 
House, including a long list of public build- 
ing bills, many private pension bills, and 
other measures involving increased expendi- 
tures. 

Three bills were vetoed by the President— 
viz.: to refer the McGarrahan claim to the 
Court of Claims (a second McGarrahan bill 
failing of action in the House), to amend the 
Court of Appeals act, and in relation to Mar- 
shals in the United States Courts in Alabama. 
This last bill became a law by passage over a 
veto, Senator Hoar stating that it had been 
vetoed through a misunderstanding of its pro- 
visions. The President subjected three bills 
to a pocket veto, and two other bills failed 
of engrossment in time for presentation to 
him. All were of comparatively small im- 
portance. 

The Pension and Census Offices, the whisky 
trust, the Panama Canal and Pacific Mail 
companies, the Watson-Cobb charges, the 
Pinkerton system and the Homestead trou- 
bles, the Maverick and Spring Garden bank 
failures, the Ellis Island Immigration station 
were investigated by Congressional commit- 
tees, but nothing came of the reports sub- 


mitted.

Provisions for a 
twenty days’ trip were carried when the Nar- 
onic left Liverpool, but unless the men were 
put on short rations ten days or more ago 
this stock must have been long since ex- 
hausted. . 

The Italy is an iron steamship, bark rigged, 
with a single screw. It was built at Glasgow 
in 1870. is 2,659 tons net and 4,169 tons 

has four decks, seven water- 
tight bulkheads, two vertical, direct 
action engines, and three boilers. It has 
a saloon abaft of amidships. It is used al- 
most exclusively for freight, but occasionally 
Carries steerage passengers on westward trips. 
It was surveyed last at this port in 1876. It is 
one of the old-timers among transatlantic 
single-screw boats, but has always been con- 
sidered a good one, It left London Feb. II. 
and making its usual time should have ar- 
rived here Feb. 28. 

A Good Single Screw Boat. 

The St. Enoch is one of the best single 
screw vessels on the ocean. It can steam ten 
knots an hour, or faster than the Italy. Is 
is of 2,746 tons burden.

RAILROAD RATES TO THE FAIR. 

The committee appointed by the Western 
Passenger Association to report on rates and 
other arrangements for business during the 
Fair is said to be unable to agree, It is 
thought the committee will report the matter 
back without recommendation to a meeting 
of the association this week.

Managers 
or agents may resolve that they will insist on 
the charging of named figures for transporta- 
tion service, but they cannot compel the pay- 
ment except by those who choose to travel 
over their lines. Those who would rather stay 
at home than psy the prices asked have the 
matter in their own hands, and it may be 
taken for granted that the number with whom 
the amount of transportation charge will prove 
the deciding fact is a large one. If the mem- 
bers of that class cannot travel cheaply they 
will not travel at all. 

This consideration is forcing itself upon the 
railroad officials. Last summer and fall they 
were confident of their ability to charge and 
collect what would be high rates, and some of 
them tried to justify the determination to do 
it by stating that the hotels will impose higher 
rates. But they now see there may be some 
mistake as to this. They have been told that 
a similar policy adopted for the Centennial 
Exposition of 1876, and for the latest World’s 
Fair in Paris, had to be abandoned, as the 
people would not in large numbers pay rates 
which failed to be attractive. When the 
usual tariff was cut squarely in two by charg- 
ing one fare for transportafion both ways the 
public showed its appreciation of the fact by 
giving the roads all the business they could 
handle, In the light of this experience by 
others some of the number have begun to 
doubt the possibility of enforcing an agree- 
ment to charge more than half fare, and then 
remains the point that an agreement to 
charge the half rate would not be likely to 
cause serious trouble. They want higher 
rates, but fear to formally pronounce if in 
favor of them, and so they are in the attitude 
of the poor cat referred to in “‘Macbeth”’ as 
letting I dare not wait upon I would.” 
It is said that unless decisive action is 
taken at the meeting of this week there is 
danger of such competition between the va- 
rious roads as to bring World's Fair rates 
down to low figures. That is where they 
ought to go, and it were much better to accept 
the inevitable now than to wait till a great 
many people have decided they do not care to 
visit the Fair at the rates asked, To say now, 
and let the fact be widely advertised, that the 


' railroads will be content with half rates would 


stir up a popular enthusiasm outside and a 
general determination to visit the Fair, the 
result being a big volume of business for the 
carrying companies from the start and all the 
way through. To insist now on higher rates 
might mean the transportation of compara- 
tively few during the first two months, while 
the railroads wege finding out their mistake, 
and then a rush after they had backed down, 
but a rush which would fail to include many 
thousands who had then decided not to go. 
Better late than never to admit the folly 
of demanding too much, but better still to be 
wise in time and not have to back down be- 
cause of poor business, 


MASTERING ELECTRICITY. 

Some of the brilliant achievements of the 
young electrician, Nikola Tesla, have beer re- 
ferred to in Taz Txtpune within the last few 
months, but the effects produced by him last 
Wednesday evening before a large audience 
in St. Louis far surpass anything previously 
recorded. He exhibited a distinct and power- 
ful glow without the aid of wires or globes, and 
his apparatus seemed to be of the simplest or- 
der, consisting of little besides a long pine ta- 
ble, and a smaller one on which were laid a 
‘large number of vacuum bulbs similar to 
those used for incandescent lighting in the 
usual way. In its report uf the lecture the 
Globe-Democrat says that to people with any 
knowledge some of Tesla’s statements ap- 
peared to be absolutely unreasonable, and 
nothing but the success of his experiments 
could have justified their use. He spoke of 
the distribution of 100,000 voltstoa point a 
thousand miles distant as quite an everyday 
matter, and the way in which he received 
through his own body an alternating current 
of at least that strength without falling on the 
stage took away the breath of the 5,000 on- 
lookers.”’ 

Tesla evolved a brilliant light by the aid of 
only one wire. Then he produced light without 
any wires at all, except those connected with 
two highly charged disks, between which the 
lught appeared without a filament of any kind. 
An incandescent lamp hung on a single wire, 
but not connected with it, gave first an almost 
blinding red light, which became a powerful 

white on increasing the frequency of aiterna- 
tions in the current. Taking a glass bulb in 
one hand and grasping the wire with the other, 
he shouted “lights out, and a second later 
light emerged from the lecturer's hand. Then 
he took a long glass tube in one hand and 
with the other connected himself with the 
powerful alternating current. The moment 
the ordinary lights were turned out the entire 
tube became phosphorescent and so continued 
while Tesla whirled it around in much the 
same fashion as an expert manipulates a shil- 
laleh at Donnybrook Fair. The grandeur of 
the affair was increased by the knowledge that 
every particle of current creating or develop- 
ing the light had to pass through the body of 
the lecturer, who yet talked as unconcernedly 
as if the nearest electric current had been 
hundreds of miles away. 

These and other experiments were mostly 
spoken of as crude in comparison with the re- 
sults hoped to be achieved. Tesla expects to 
prove that ho is only at the beginning of his 
work in the direction of results that will be 
ecunomically practical and com mercially val- 
uable. One can hardly doubt that he is 
destined to triumph thus practically unless 
his life should be cut short by some unfortu- 
nate oversightin guarding against fatal results 
to his experiments, For, as he says, if the 
energy he allows to flow through hisa body in 
front of the audience were propelled directly 
it would kill. In the interest of humanity it 
is to be hoped this juvenile genius will not

TR TO SECURE HONEST ELECTIONS. 

A bill has been introduced in the Legis- 
lature to punish corrupt pragtices at elections. 
It declares that it shall be uniawful for a 
candidate for nomination or election to give 
or lend, or promise to give or lend, money or 
anything of value to a delegate or voter to get 
his support. It is also made unlawful for any 
friend of a candidate to do any of these things 


in 


to aid his friend or injure his opponent. The | 


penalty in case of the conviction of a candi- 
date is loss of office if elected and disqualifi- 
cation for four years. The man who is con- 
victed of offering to sell his vote uf influence 
is subject to fine and disfranchisement for two 
years. What is known as treating, or 
“setting up the drinks,” is declared to be 
illegal. Candidates are forbidden to ask the 
boys up to drink, throw down a ten or twenty 
dollar bill, and refuse to take any change. 

Probably this bill will not pase. While, 
ow-tig to the Australian ballot law, there can- 
not be much vote selling in Illinois, there are 
a number of people who sell their votes as 
delegates, and who make a good deal of 
money by disposing of their alleged power to 
control votes in a convention and at the polls. 
That influence is generally sold to several 
candidates. Every nominee is bled: by people 
who say that for a certain sum paid down the 
influence of the club or other organization 
which they pretend to own will be thrown for 
him. Most candidates know they are being 
fleeced, and yet they hate to say no. They 
would be gratified if there were a law which 
made it illegal for them to waste their money. 
The sellers of influence do not wish to be de- 
prived of their profitable trade, and they have 
friends in the Legislature who will do all 
they can to save them. 

This measure should become a law. Were 
it to do so the evil practices at which it is aimed 
would not cease utterly, especially as regards 
nominations, for ways of evading the statute 
would suggest themselves. Yes it certainly 
would do much good. It would scare some 
people iato doing right. It would serve as an 
excuse for others for refusing to do wrong. It 
would end the shameless publicity with which 
nominations are bought and sold by delegates, 
and it would lessen the number of bogus 
labor, social,, and political organizations which 
exact tribute from candidates. 

There is also reed of a law requirmg candi- 
dates and political committees to make de- 
tailed reports of their receipts and expenses. 
Then it would not be in the power of cam- 
paign committees to bleed candidates and 
assess officeholders as they do now. At pres- 
ent no one knows exactly how much they get, 
or how they spend it, though there is a strong 
belief that very little is used for legiti- 
mate election purposes and that most goes 
into the peckets of the boys. When sworn, 
itemized reports have to be made it will not 
beso easy to hide illegitimate and unneces- 
sary expenditures. 

When the Australian ballot law is reinforced 
by laws like the above the Illinoisan who used 
to look to elections for a large share of his in- 
come will have to turn to other and more 
moral pursuits.

EDWARD ATKINSONS PENSION ESTI- 
| 8 MATES, 

Mr, Edward Atkinson, who has been fur- 
nished by the Pension (Office with all the data 
at its commahd, takes a more cheerful view 
of the situation after examining them. The 
conclusions reached by him are that the total 
expenditure for pensions during this calendar 
year will not exceed $180,000,000 and for 1894 
$196,000,000, about one-quarter of that amount 
being for back pensions—the first payments— 
and the rest the regular pension roll. By the 
close of 1894 Mr. Atkinson estimates that all 
claims Will be finally adjudicated and the 
number of pensioners will begin diminishing 
at the rate of 35 in the 1,000. Hence he is of 
the opffion that the pension expenditures for 
1895 will be but $148,000,000 and for 1896 
$141, 000,000. 

Should these figures be correct, the only 
trying year will be 1894. After that is over 
the revenues will be ample. Their accuracy 
depends in part on the future management of 
the Pension Office. One of the ways in which 
the pension appropriations are increased is 
by the rerating of pensions. It cannot be 
forgotten to what a frightful extent this was 
carried on during the brief administration of 
Corporal Tanner, when nearly every one who 
applied had his pension raised. ‘Taking three 
months of last year, it appears that the num- 
ber of general claims allowed under the old 
law was 2,800, while the number of claims al- 
lowed for mcrease was 6,400, the first pay- 
ments thereva amounting to $230,000 and the 
regular monthly payments being increazed 
over 50 per cent. If extravagant increases are 
made under the new administration of the of- 
fice Mr. Atkinson’s figures will be faulty. 

It is estimated by the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions that 315,790 names will be put on the 
rolls during this year and next, and that the 
total number Dec. 31, 1895, will be 1,171,918, 
after which the number will decrease steadily. 
If he is correct in his assumption, then one 
may have some confidence in Mr. Atkinson’s 


statewents about the comparatively small ap- 


propriations of 1896 and subsequent years. If 
the Commissioner is as much out of the way 
on this occasion as he has been on others, 
then the conclusions deduced from his data 
are worthless. 


CALIFORNIA MORTGAGE TAX LAW. 

A few weeks ago Tan Trisune called the 
attention of those demagogical Legislators 
who have submitted bills for the division of 
the tax oa mortgaged property and the mort- 
gagé-hoider, and of those foolish people who 
fancy that if they were borrowers such bills 
would benefit them, to the melancholy ex- 
perience of the State of Californie. The Con- 
stitution of that State has a clause, the work 
of scamps and simpletons, the effect of which 
its authors thought would be to make the 
money-lenders bear what was called their 
just share of taxation.” This paper stated 
that one effect has been to increase the bur- 
dens of borrowers, while the Shylocks ” 
prospered under it. Says the Los Angeles 
Times: 

The lenders simply increased the percentage 
which they charged for money, so that it would 
include the amount of tax and a little more for 
good measure. Country loans are made on the 
basis of 7,8,9,or 10 per cent for the money and 
I or 2 per cent to cover taxes. City loans are 
on the same scale for the use of money and 3 per 
cent to cover taxes. The notes and mortgages 
are written at a straight 9, 10, 11. or 12 per cent, 
as the case may be. This covers the interest and 
taxes and generally % or 1 per cent extra, as 
stated, for good measure. So the borrower pays 
the taxes on the mortgage in the long run and 
from % to 1 per cut premium for the privilege of 
helping the money-lender to evade the law. 

Another effect of this demagogical measure 
has been to keep capital out of the State. 
While it is constantly evaded, and with suc- 
cess, yet there are capitalists who do not like 
evasions and who wish to lend their money 
where they can do it in a plain, straightfor- 
ward manner. Thus millions of dollars have

BRITISH BUCKEl-SHOPS. 

The London Financial Times is doing good 
work in persistently exposing the swindling 
operations of some of the men in that city 
who profess to conduct pools in stocks. They 
advertise for patrons and get victims. They 
profess to organize syndicates and amalga- 
mations, and what pools they run are operated 
at the discretion of the bucket-shop, which 
does not buy the stock, but simply runs it 
against the alleged clients.“ No commis- 
sion is charged, except on profits, so that it is 
only by the losses of the contributors that the 
bucket-shop can live. At best such specula- 
tion is the most unfair of gambles, but with 
the er in the hands of the bucket- shop 
itself it is a case of thieving pure and simple, 
without a chance for the poor speculator.”’ 

The latest of these swindles exposed by the 
Times wag one of the most barefaced on rec- 
ord. The firm concerned advertised for cus- 
tomers to buy through it a named stock which 
was sure to advance. Contrary to expecta- 
tion the stock did rise sharply, and for several 
weeks continued high above the price at which 
the customers supposed it had been bought 
in their interest. The stock might then have 
been closed out at a maguificent profit, but 
that phase did nut suit the swindlers. They 
nominally kept the deal open a little more 
than five months. Then the market broke to 
a point below that of the nominal purchase, 
and forthwith the investors were notified 
by circular that their stock had been sold at 
aloss which wiped out the whole of tneir 
capital. Had the thing been honestly man- 
aged they would have received a handsome 
profit in less than a month. 

The same class of swindlers found rich pick- 
ings in this country for a short time ending 
ten or a dozen years ago, Then the nefarious 
business came to a stop, largely through the 
exposures cf the gigantic frauds perpetrated 
by the Fleming & Merriam concern. But 
the bucket-shops are still with us, and their 
interests gre directly opposed to those of their 
“ customers.” The first gain only as the lat- 
ter lose, a fact which ought to deter any sane 
man from placing his cash in those institu- 
tions. If they could be killed off by law it 
would benefit the more gullible portion of the 
community, but that forms no reason for try- 
ing to suppress the legitimate buying and sell- 
ing of produce for future delivery, which 
would be practically forbidden if the Hatch 
bill became a law. It would be just as wise 
and politic to forbid the issumg of checks on 
banks be¢ause some people are swindled by 
having bad checks passed upon them as to at- 
tem pt to buppress afl-specwlation in produce 
for the sake of extinguishing the bucket-shops. 
It would be as silly to do that as to cut down 
the oak for no other reason than that of desir- 
ing to prevent the growth of the parasitic mis- 
tletoe around it. 


COTTON IN CENTRAL ASIA. 

A recently-issued bulletin by the Russian 
Ministry of Finance gives some interesting 
statistics in relation to the production of cot- 
ton in Central Asia. At present cotton is 
cultivated in the Khanates of Khiva and 
Bokhara and in the Province of Turkestan 
In the Khanates nearly all the cotton grown 
is native, but in Turkestan the American kind 
is becoming predominant. No statistics of 
production are given, but it is stated that all 
the exports from Sokhara are conveyed by 
the Trans-Caspian railway and those from 
Khiva by that line and the Orenbourg rail- 
road. For Turkestan the production of 
„raw has risen from 47,875 tons in 1887 to 
61,150 in 1890, the ton being the metric, equal 
to 2,244 pounds. The returns of cleaned 
cotton constitute about one-third of the raw 
cotton, but it is thought the figures fall below 
the fact, especially for 1890, as the planters 
were afraid the duty would be much 
increased. Part of the cotton produced 
in Central Asia is consumed on the 
spot for the manufacture of local 
tissues, the rest being sent to Russian mar- 
kets, mostly to Moscow and Lodz. The 
growth of the trade with the latter point is re- 
markable, the receipts rising from 2,075 tons 
in 1888 to 11,070 in 1890. After having stated 
ese facts the Manchester (Eng.) Teztile 
Mercury says: “If in the future canals are 
constructed so as to serve large areas the 
Khanate of Bokhara might attain a produc- 
tion of nearly 500,000 tons pet annum. As 
the cultivation is degeloped also on another 
side in the Khanate of Khiva it is quite ad- 
missible to reckon that in a future which per- 
haps is not far distant the whole quantity of 
150,000 tons of cotton now consumed by Rus- 
sia, and for which she is still tributary to 
America and Egypt, might be furnished by 
Central Asia, the Trans-Caspian territory, and 
Trans-Caucasus. That is to say, Russia will 
be able to supply its own requirements.” 
This estimate takes no account of the growth 
of population in Russia, or of the probability 
that the per capita consumption of cotton 
fabrics in that vast country will increase with 
the opportunity given to the people to obtain 
cotton fabrics more cheaply than now.

Minnesota Redskins Who Gave Testimony 
in Liquor Cases Roughly Handled. 

Fossrox, Minn., March 5.—Last night Dick 
Big Bird and Solomon Blue, two Red Lake 
Indians, were at the Commercial Hotel. The 
frequency with which their name appeared 
as witnesses in Indian liquor cases had

Panama, March 5,—[Copytight, 1893, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—A new revolution 
has broken out in Southern Honduras which 
may lead to the overthrow of President Pon- 
ciano Leiva and possibly involve all the Cen- 
tral American Republics in war. 

Policarpo Bonilla is the leader of the new 
revolt, and he has started in so well that he 
has sent word to his friends in Panama that 
suceess is almost assured. Gen. Tlerrencio 
Sierra is the chief of the revolutionary army 
which Bonilla has organized, and together 
they make up the strongest combination that 
could be formed in Southern Honduras. 

Boni lia’s first victory was won yesterday on 
the plaza at Cholutica. Thattown was pro- 
tected by a force of 1,500 men, commanded 
by Gen. Matute. With an army of only 1,000 
Bonilla and Gen. Sierra attacked the forces 
garrisoned at Cholutica.

Excited by their victory and determined to 
make the most of it, Bonilla and Gen. Sierra 
are now pushing on toward * hop- 
ing to capture Capital and proclaim the 
success of the revolution before the govern- 
ment has had time to recover from the sur- 
8 occasioned by the hard-won victory of 

Yholutica. Success at Tegucigalpa appears 
to be foreshadowed by the report that the 
troops in the garrison there are already in re- 
volt, having shot the officers who remained 
layal to President Leiva and declared in fa- 
vor of making Bonilld President. 

President Leiva is not at the Capitol. The 
révolutionists appear to have taken advan 
of his absence to strike a decisive blow. 8

Meanwhile complications are arising which 
may bring about a general war among the 
Central American republics. President 
Leiva accuses the Government of Nicaragua 
of aiding Bonilla in bringing about the revo- 
lution. He has telegraphed President Sacaza 
at Managua demanding ah explanation. Pres- 
ident Leiva expects to have the aid of Guate- 
mala, and should Sacaza openly attempt to 
reinforce Bonilla both Costa Rica and San 
Salvador may declare war against Nicaragua 
and thus invoive all the Central American re- 
publics save one in bloodshed, 

Costa Rica Clericals have openly'repudiated 
Dietator Rodriguez and announced as their 
candidate for President Dr. Jiminez, Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court.. Tedora Mena 
is the candidate of the Labor party. No can- 
didate has been selected by the Liberals, tne 
leaders not hav been able to agree as be- 
tween Mauro Fernandez and Ascension 
Esquival. They * N by accept- 
ing Mena, the candidate of the Labor party, 
as their own standard bearer. Dictator Rod- 
riguez is supporting Dr. Iglesias, Minister of 
Var and Navy. It will be difficult to prevent 
an open revolution if the contest over the 
Presidency becomes much warmer.

Minister of Education in Venezuela Retires

Panama, March 5.— [Copyright, 1898, by 
James Gordon Beunstt.

A crisis in the Cabinet has resulted in the 
retirement of Gandolphy, who held the post 
of Minister of Education. Diego Casanas bas 
been appointed to succeed him, having re- 
signed his position as Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court to accept a place in the Cabinet. 
Sefior Saluzza may be appointed to succeed 
Casanas in the Supreme Court. 

Territories Consolidated. 

A decree just issued by Gen. Crespo provides 
for the consolidation of the Territories of Del- 
ta, Caura, Amazonas, and Goojira, which have 
been named the Catholic missions. The new 
territory has been ceded to the Spanish Order 
of St. Capuchin, which undertakes to civilize 
the Indians and develop the districts. The 
Cabinet 1s now discussing an agreement on 


this subject which Gem Crespo proposes to 


make with the Pope. 
Pierola Still at Panama. 


Having been denied a safe conduct to Lima 
ex-President Pierola of Peru is still in Pan- 
ama. He will remain here until he hears from 
the political organizations in Peru which 
are supporting his candidacy for the 
Presidency. He will make no formal an- 
nouncement that he isa candidate until his 
partisans in Lima advise him the opportune 
moment hasarrived. During an interview ex- 
President Pierola ridiculed the report that 
Chile has made an alliance with Brazil against 
Argentine. He said Chile had not sufficiently 
recovered from the effects of the revolution 
which resulted in the overthrown of Balma- 
ceda to engage in a foreign war, or even en- 
deavor to further complicate the tacua arica 
question by refusing to submit the question to 
a vote, as provided for in the treaty on that 
subject, 

' Refuses to Surrender a Criminal. 

The Colombian Government has refused to 
surrender Edward Ferroni to the Italian Gov- 
ernment. Italy asks for the extradition of 
Ferroni upon a warrant for his arrest 
issued by acriminal court ona charge of 
forgery in connection with the late bank 
frauds. The Colombian Secretary of State 
bases the refusal to surrender Ferroni upon 
the ground that he not been convicted 
of crime when he fled from Italy, and that 
it would be improper now to deliver him to 
the Italian authorities upon charges which 
have not been established by evidence. This 
view is not sustained by the Italian Minister, 
who is quite indignant over the result of the 
demand for Ferroni’s surrender, and has 
asked his government to cable further instruc- 
tions in regard to the matter. 

Notes from Panama. 

M. Mange, liquidator for the Panama Ca- 
nal company, telegraphs from Bogota 
that the Government of Colombia is 
disposed to act generously in the mat- 
ter of granting an extension of the 
canal concessions. The government has been 
favorably influenced by the receipt of a dis- 
patch from the Governor of Panama, which 
says the people of the isthmus favor the ex- 
tension of the concessions.

Sermon of a Baptist Minister in Louisiana 
on “Chtirch and State.” 

Sureverort, La., March 5.—[Special.]— 
The Rev. W. S. Penick, pastor of the First

BRUCE YOUNGER’S BODY 18 PETRIFIED. 


It Is Found by a Squad of Miners ina 
Cave in New Mexico. 

Kansas Crrr. Mo., March 5.—[Special.)— 
Several months ago a squad of miners in 
New Mexico discovered a cave, in which they 
passed the night. On coming out in the 
morning they saw in the opening what ap- 
peared to be a body. On examining it they 
found that it was a human corpse, and petri- 
fied at that, About fifteen years ago, when 
the officers were hot after the James and 
Younger boys, Bruce Younger left his home 
in Missouri and took refuge in a cave in the 
Guadaloupe Mountains in Southern 
New Mexico. A negro whom the Younger 
family had raised

Mrs. Biffle stated, she and Bruce’s sister visit- 
ed him.

It was 
in this cave that the body was found. All of 
Younger’s relatives save one have identified 
the petrification as that of the dead outiaw’s 
body.

The Special Committee on Youthful Prison- 
ers presented a report to the Trades and 

Labor Assembly yesterday at its regular 

meeting. The object of the committge’s 

work was to consider the youth in the bride- 
well and. the introduction in that institution 
of a manual trainmg school, In its report 
the committee said it visited the bridewell, 
where it saw fourteen children between the 
ages of 10 and 14 years who, although kindly 
treated, were subject to the contaminating 
influences with which they were surrounded. 

The proper course, it was said, would be to 

send all youthful offenders to the State Re- 

formatory at Pontiac, The committee 
had consulted with Judges Tuley, Scales, 

Brown, ex-State’s-Attorney Longenecker, 

State’s-Attorney Kern, and others who 

were in favor of this arrangement and were 

opposed to the establishment of any school at 
the bridewell. Judges Tutnill and McConneil 
and Prof. Swing were in fayor of a school 
similar to the Waifs’ Mission, The small 
number of youthful offenders at the bride- 
well was due to the Woinan’s Alliance, which 
had secured promises from Police Justices 
not to commit children under 14 years of age 
to the bridewell. The. committee presented

We Have 10,000,000 Nerves, and With- 
stand 40,000 Pounds of Air Pressure. 

In the human body there are about 263 
bones, says the Popular Science Monthly. The 
muscles are about 600 in number. The length 
of the alimentary ¢anal is about 32 feet. The 
amount of blood in an adult averages 30 
pounds, or fully one-fifth the entire weight. 
The heart is 6 inches in length, and 4 inches 
in diameter, and beats 70 times per minute. 
4,200 times per hour, 100,800 times per day. 
36,792,000 tunes per year, 2,565, 440, C00 in three 
score and ten, and at each beat 2% ounces of 
blood are thrown out of it, 175 ounces per min- 
ute, 656 pounds per hour, 74 tons per day. 
All the blood in the body passes through the 
heart in three minutes. This little organ, by 
its ceaseless industry, pumps each day what 
is equal to lifting 122 tons one foot high, or 
one ton 122 feet high.

Nearly 
hiaden from view between two immense 
bowlders they discovered the old man wash- 
ing gravel with a rocker. ‘The gravel in these 
crevices was exceedingly rich in coarse gold. 
Ag tne laws of California prohibit placer min- 
ing he was compelled to leave his golden 
treasures.

MARVELOUS MOSAIC FROM VENICE, 


Columbus Kneeling Before the Sovereigns 
After His Return from America. 
Westminster Gazette: The splendid mosaics 
now produced at, Venice continue (writes Sir 
D, Colnaghi in his latest consular report) to 
take the first place in the artistic markets of 
the world.. Among the important works re- 
cently executed is a large mosaic panel repre- 
senting Columbus beimg received by Queen 
Isabella and King Ferdinand of Spain after 
his return from America. This panel, 
measuring about 200 square feet, shows 
Columbus, when kneéling before the 
sovereigns, presenting to them the natives 
of the newly discovered land and some prod- 
ucts of the soil. The persons represented are 
about thirty-eight in number, many of them 
of the natural size, formed in three principal 
roups. In the soost important group is 
zolum bus, having &t his side the young Crowa 
Prinee the sovereigns, surroun by the 
dignitaries of the court, lad ies and noblemen, 
and pages holding the ards. In the mid- 
dle group, but mors left, are the native 
Indians, and near the entrance of the hail 
other Spanish nobles and the companions of 
Columbus. The gorgeous and various attires 
of all the figures, their warlike implements, 
the splendid stuffs of all sorts and tints, the 
rich decoration of the hall, the pageantry of 
the court, the strange tones and costumes of 
the natives in full contrast with the others, 
and the various attitudes of all these person- 
ages form a whole in perfect harmony with 
the details of the scene, owing to the excellent 
distribution of the figures and the perfect 
fusion of tints. The work is so delicately ex- 
ecuted that no one can believe that the 
is not painted until on — 
ers that it is entirely compe of small en- 
amel cubes, put together without any aid of 
color or cement, and worked according to the 
mode of the old Venetian mosaic school. This 
panel will form the pendent of another repre- 
senting Columbus landing in America.

Mr. Morse was or- 
dained minister of the gospel at the time of 
his installation in November, 1889, in the

During his pastorate of more than three 
years he has not only kept the people to- 
gether, but has been successful in his pastoral 
work in adding to the chureh, and the in- 
creased attendance at all the services, particu- 
larly of the young ple, has been marked. 
He organized the Younes People’s Society of 
Christian Endeavor and has left a strong, well 
organized society. He is zealous in his work 
and has ever manifested deep interest in all 
matters pertaining to the welfare of the 
church and her organizations. 

His genial manner has made friends for him 
in Galena, regardless of sect or creed.

Opposed to the English Language. 
The general spread of the English language 
over the world has been resisted most stubbornly 
on British soil at home. Two weeks ago the Leg- 
islative Assembly of Jersey rejected. by a vote of 
27 to 6, a bill to permit the use of English in the 
Assembly, at the option of a member. This ac- 
tion, of course, affirms the principle that French 
is the officjal language. The country parishes are 
resolutely opposed to the introduction of English, 
although it has made great progress in the towns 
of late years, and it is said many of the Deputies 
are now unable to express the ves correctly in 
French. Mr. Gladstouve’s government has been 
asked by several Welsh members of Parliament, 
at the instance of a la Weishmen, to 


make the teaching of

STOOK MARKET RECOVERING FROM 


‘THE READING FAILURE 


The Weekly Bank Statement Stimulates 
Confidence Among Those Who Feared, 
the Reserves Were Being Too Heavily 
Drawn On—Cleveland’s Currency Decla- 
ration Reassuring—Industrials Hold- 
_ ing Up Well—Chicago Gas Making Some 
Advauces— Northern Pacific Situation. 
New Lonx, March 5.—[Special.|—-The mar- 
ket has largely recovered from the shock of 


the Reading collapse. It closed higher yes- 


terday than on the previous Saturday, but not 


‘ quite up to the best prices of the week. There 


was some reaction from the level which was 


reached about Thursday. The spirited rally 


yesterday after the bank statement appeared 
was due to covering by the traders who had 
been selling in anticipation of a loss of five 
or six millions in the reserve, and were taken 
by surprise when the reduction was found to 
be less than three millions. The smaller loss 
came from the heavy drawing down of de- 
posits and the contraction of loans, which re- 
duced the liabilities against which the banks 
must maintain their reserve. The surplus re- 
serve is now $6,590,000, against $21,000,000 at 
this time last year. 

The coming week is expected to see a re- 
newal of gold shipments. There were none 
the last week, It will also see higher rates 
for money probably. The expectation is gen- 
eral that this will be the case. This is the 
time of year when money goes to the interior 
largely, and ‘the demands are now rather 
heavier than usual, due in a measure to the 
uneasiness about the currency situation. 
Country banks, which keep their balances 
here and get the interest, show a disposition 
to keep larger amounts in their own safes, to 
be ready for possible emergencies, The Read- 
jug business, also, has had something to do 
with this. For a few weeks, therefore, the 
money market is likely to work close. 

The vigorous declaration of President Cleve- 
Jand that, while waiting the settlement of the 
silver question, the full powers of the gov- 
ernment will be exerted to main- 
tain the national credit, will tend 
to create an easier feeling in 
financial circles, for where there’s a will 
there’s a way. Only the sanguine, however 
expect that a boom in stocks can be started 
from Washington. Bull speculation does not 
get much help from there, according to past 
‘ he new administration may be 
abie to make the public mind easier on the 
currency question, but there are some other 
things which also stand in the way of a bull 
movement just at present.

IMMIGRATION DURING THE PAST YEAR. 


Would Have Been Beaten. 


The total immigration from Europe to the 
United States during the year 1892 was 543, 
487, against 590,666 in 1891. For the six 
months ended Dec. 31 the immigration 
was 189,526, against . 265,359 in the same 
months of 1891. The decrease for the year 
was 47,179, while for the last six months it was 
76,108. For the first six months of 1892 the 
immigration was 353,961, against 325,307 in the 
same months of 1891, a gain of 28,924, or 8.8 
percent, Had this rate of increase been kept up 
during the whole year, which would probably 
ha ve occurred except for the cholera scare, 
the total would have reached 642,644. ‘he 
cholera therefore stopped about 100,000 from 
coming during the last six months. During 
December the arrivals were 22,719, against 
28,593 in December, 1891. 

The following table shows the arrivals by 
nationalities during the two years. Austria- 
Hungary includes Bohemia, Hungary, and 
all other Austrian countries except Poland. 
The United Kingdom includes England and 
Wales, Scotland, and Ireland:

The most notable shrinkages during the last 
six months of the year as compared with the 
same period of 1891 were: Austria-Hu 
from 29.636 to 19,426; Germany from 57,446 to 
45.102; Poland from 14,868 to 8,592; Russia 
from 46,710 to 14,689; and the United King- 
dom from 54,265 to 44,382. The cholera did 
not frighten Italy, as its shrinkage was all in 
the tirst six months with the insignificant ex- 
ception of 684. During December it gave us 4,830 
immigrants, against 2,920 in December, 1891, 
an increase of nearly 66 per cent. New York 
continues to be the chief landing place, as 
425,470 immigrants, or about seven-niaths of 
the whole, came to that port. Baltimore re- 
ceived 48,602, Boston 29.919, and Philadelphia 
29,333. ‘These statistics do nut iuelude immi- 
gration from the British North American pos- 
sessions and Mexico. Our figures are fur-

‘Abstract of Circular : 


ISSUED BY THE 


last of the report of the committee appointed by 
the stockholders at their annual meeting on Oo- 
tober 20th, 1892, show that the acte com- 
plained of by the committee were authorized or 
approved by, and were for the best interests of 
the stockholders, 

The policy of constructing branch lines was 
adopted many years ago on the recommendation 
of the stockholders for the purpose of opening the 
company’s lands to settlement, the busi- 
ness of adjacent territory, and protecting the 
Northern Pacific territory against the encroach- 
ment of rival transcontinental lines. It was not 
expected that these branches would be profitable 
when taken by themselves; but when treated as a 
part of the Northern Pacific system, by reason of 
the increase of business, a gain is chown in the 
net earnings of the main line of about $3,170,000 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1892.

PUGET SOUND AND ALASEA STEAM- 
SHIP COMPANY. 

By the acquisition of this steamship line the 
company maintained its hold upon the Puget 
Sound traffic and secured the long haul to St. 
Paul and Chicago. This steamship traffic forms 
an important item in the earnings of the main 
line, and these earnings show a net profit to the 
Northern Pacific company of more than 23 per 
cent upon the entire cost of this steamship line 
for the fiscal year ending June 90th, 1892 


ROCKY FORE AND COOKE CITY RAIL- 
ROAD. 

The acquisition of this railroad, including a 
contract with the Coal Company, has effected a 
saving to the Northern Pacific Company of fully 
$500, year in cost of coal, If this branch road 
were tredited for transporting this coal it would 
show a net profit of three per cent. upon its cost 
to the Northern Pacific, for the fiscal year ending 
June 80th. 1892. 

NORTHERN PACIFIC AND MANITOBA 
RAILROAD, 


The building of this line was originally under-. 


taken by the provincial government of that prov- 
ince, to connect with the Duluth & Manitoba at 
the boundary line of Manitoba. The Government, 
failing to complete the work, offered the road 
and franchise to this company, which offer was 
accepted by the Northern Pacific, to secure to the 
Duluth & Manitoba branch the benefits originally 
anticipated from its construction. The earnings 
from the traffic interchanged with this line show 
a net profit to the Northern Pacific Company of 
over four per cent. upon its cost for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1892. 


SEATTLE, LAKE SHORE AND EASTERN 
RAILWAY. 

This road was acquired to protect the Northern 
Pacific Company's interests on Puget Sound. At 
the time of its purchase it was earning a surplus 
over its fixed charges. When credited with the 
business it brings to the main line it shows a net 
profit of 12% per cent for the six months ending 
December 3ist, 1892, on the cost of the stock pur- 
chasetl by the Northern Pacific. 

SEATTLE BELT LINE. 

This line was projected to supply railroad fa- 
cilities to the manufacturing and other industries 
which are being located along the shores of Lake 
Washington. Its completion has been delayed be- 
cause of the general depression of business in that 
region. Ten miles remain to be built, and when 
completed this line will be of much advantage 
to the company, as it will give it the command of 
traffic certain to be developed within a few years. 


WISCONSIN CENTRAL LINES. 

The lease of these lines was necessary because 
of thp encroachments of other Chicago roads 
into Northern Pacific territory and to enable this 
company to reach that important railroad center 
and make connections with the Eastern trunk 
lines, The lease was made on April 1, 1890, and was 
approved by the ‘stockholders of the company by 
a unanimous vote at the annual meeting in 
October, 1890. These lines are distinct from the 
terminals at Chicago and Milwaukee, and, taken 
separately, show a net profit since the lease to 
the Northern Pacific of $191,705.61. 

CHICAGO AND NORTHERN PACIFIC 
RAILROAD. 

The lease of this property was made to secure 
necessary terminals at Chicago. The amount 
due to the Northern Pacific for advances to this 
company is not $1,071,597.84, as stated in the com- 
mittee’s report, but $376,398.61, for which the 
Northern Pacific holds ample collateral. The 
committee shows that the value of this property 
in Chicago is worth several millions of dollars in 
excess of its funded debt. The Northern Pacific 
owns over $15,000,000 of the capital stock of this 
company, being a controlling interest, which at 
current prices is worth $2,000,000 in cash. 


CHICAGO AND CALUMET TERMINAL. 


By the acquisition of this property the Northern 
Pacific, through the Chicago and Northern Pa- 
cific, obtained a belt line connecting with every 
trunk line entering Chicago and reaching many 
ofthe important industries in that city. The 
Chicago and Northern Pacific terminals in Chica- 
go are so lo¢ated as certainly to bring in other 
railroads as tenants. and thus derive from the 
revenue of such tenants and from suburban busi- 
ness a net income more than sufficient to pay in- 
terest upon the cost, Contracts have already 
been effepted with three railroads, and negotia- 
tions are now pending with three others for the 
use of these terminal facilities. 

LOANS. 


The loans criticised by the committee in its re 
port are shown to have been made on terms 
favorable to the company. They form a part of a 
syndicate loan representing a large portion of the 
floating debt, which syndicate loan was effected 
and renewed largely through the influence of the 
Chairman of the board, confidence having been 
inspired by his individual subscription of $725,000, 
nearly one-tenth of the entire syndicate loan. 

CONDITION OF THE PROPERTY. 

The Directors’ review alludes to the mention 
made by the committee of the excellent physical 
condition of the property, of the good operating 
management, of its extensive and conveniently lo- 
cated terminals, of the steady growth and im- 
provement of the territory tributary to the road- 
and that all indications show a healthy growth, 
while a careful study of the property encourages 
confidence in its future. 


CONCLUSION, 


The Directors conclude their review of the re 
port by calling attention to the fact that the sur- 
plus earnings for the fiscal year ending June 30th, 
1892, were over $450,000, and for the six months 
ending December Ast.

It is but natural 
that the immense liquidation and the serious 
breaks in values during the last few weeks should 
make the recovery of the markets rather slow, 
while at the same time, emboldened by success, 
the bears are apt to make their power felt in 
other than the stocks which they have already 
raided. The financial auestion is still the lead- 
ing one and its solution seems to be as far off 
as ever. President Cieveland evidently considered 
the matter of sufficient importance to be made 
one of the leading topics of his inaugural! address, 
and yet there are many who doubt if he has the 
power to carry out the will of the country in the 
repeal of the Sherman act and the purchase of 
4,500,000 ounces of silver monthly. In the mean- 
time sterling exchange rates have advanced to a 
point which enhances the probability of gold ex- 
ports.

London, however, has bought 
quite a few stocks during the last week or two, 
but the demand for gold will probably come from 
Austria as that country seems determined to 
place itself on a better basis regardless of the 
existing rates of exchange. London is watch- 
ing with considerable interest the course 
of events and it is quite proba- 
ble that should an aggressive policy in a 
financial way be followed by the new administra- 
tion on lines known to be in favor with the Pres- 
ident England may become a liberal buyer 
of American securities, as they gre about the only 
first-class investments at all attractive to British 
capital. 

Added to these conditions is a decided strin- 
gency in our own money market, not sufficient, 
however, to be felt in mercantile circles, but read- 
ily noticeable in speculative and investment mat- 
ters. The principal reason for this, other than in- 
fluences before noted, ia the enormous stock of 
rain carried here and at all other grain centers 
and throughout the country by produc- 
ers, with but little prospect for relief 
at least for the next sixty days.

FASTED FOR SEVENTY-SEVEN DAYS. 


Remarkable Experience of Graeme Castle 
as Related by Dr. C. St. Clair Drake. 

A case of fasting extraordinary in its phys- 
ical and medica! incidents, as well as phenom- 
enal in its duration, was briefly told last night 
to a reporter for Tu Taisune by Dr. C. St. Clair 
Drake, No. 167 Ashland bouievard. The pa- 
tient in the case is Graeme Castle, a young 
man of 21 years.

He also performed a great public service in 
hushing for ashort period at least the disa- 
greeable and utterly worthless chatter of that 
prince of managerial bluffers, Billy Madden.

Madden's career has been one series of failures. 
He brought Peter Maher to this country and 
after parading him as the peer of heavyweights 
took him to New Orleans and had him whipped. 
Then he secured Goddard, brought him here to 
make a theatrical scene in the rotunda of the 
Grand Pacific by a public challenge to Corbett, 
and then remained here long enough to arrange 
Goddard's pugilistic death at the hands of a 
third-rate fighter.

Clears Up a Much Mooted Question. 


As said before. Goddard’s defeat does much 
to clear up the heavyweight problem. The 
defeats ok Sullivan and Slavin removed 
two from the field. and Goddard's do- 
feat removes a third without introduc- 
ing his conqueror into the charmed circle, for 
Smith is not built of championship timber and 
need not be considered when the settlement of 
the mooted question of heavyweight superiority 
is to be reached. Goddard sessed some claims 
that had to be recognized. He had never been de- 
feated, and had won so easily from such men as 
Choynski and Maher, besides standing Peter Jack- 
son for eight rounds, that untii his measure 
was taken he remained a decijiedly doubtful 
quantity in the pugilietic world. 

is claims, however, were rather negative than 
positive. It was not so much what he had done 
as what he might do that entitied him to recogni- 
tion. When Peter Maher, known to be a stiff 
puncher, landed repeatedly on Goddard's jaw 
without knocking him ont he was thought to be 
a wonder, and people figured that no one could 
punish enough to whip him. 

As a matter of tact it was only that his weak- 
ness had not been discovered that he lasted as 
long as hedid. The fight with Smith showed 
him up in his true light—viz.: A big, strong, 
and game puncher, with a miserable 

ir of legs under a superb upper frame. It was 
oddard's legs that whipped bim and in retro- 
spect it can readily be seen that this might have 
been guessed. In his fights it has been no trick 
to knock him down and Choynski floored him 
several times in their milis in Australia. Of 
course Goddard's very awkwardness served to 
cover up pis weakness, as it was thought atthe 
time that he was simply caught off his balance 
when knocked down. A man who has been knocked 
down often, however, must have weak legs. Sul- 
livan during-his entire career was knocked down 
but twice, once by Mitchell in Madison Square 
Harden and ain by Corbett when he was 
knocked at New Orleans. 

With ard removed Jackson, Mitchell, and 
Corbett remain to fight their way to the cham- 
pionsbip against each Other.

The Rejection of the Stockton Records Has 
Stirred Up the Breeders. 


Lextyeton, Ky.. March 5.—[Spécial.]—The 
proposed amalgamation of the three national 
associations governing trotting is hailed with joy 
by nearly all the practical men in the trotting 
horse business. There has been strong opposition 
against tue National Trotting Association, the 
American Trotting Association, and the American 
Register Association comsolidating. The fear has 
been expressed that the business would be con- 
trolled bya few men. and thus centralize the 
power to such an extent that it would be hazard- 
ous to the best interests of the business. The 
peculiar conditions arising out of the famous 
Stockton records have no doubt caused many 
persons who formerly objected to consolidation . 
to change their minds. 

Mr. J. H. Steiner. Registrar of the American 
Register Association. refused, as the head of that 
association, to accept the Stockton records for 
registrauuon, and they are placed in the Year 
Book under the head of rejected performances. 
Mr. Steiner happens to be Secretary of the Amer- 
ican Trotting Assuciation, and as the active head 
of this latter association he accepts the records 
made at Stockton, although as Registrar he re- 
fuses to accept them for registration purposes. 
Thus we have a peculiar state of affairs. The 
same man thinks the Stockton records g 
enough to be placed in the archives of the Amer- 
ican Trotting Assciation, but will not accept 
them fur the Year Book. 

Maj. Johnson, the President of the National 
Trotting Association, is heartily in favor ofa 
union of the three associations, and it is more 
than li: ély that a union will be effected at the 
coming meeting to be held in New Lora on the 
10th inst. 0 

Handicapping trotters is a subject that is at- 
tracting a ec deal of attention in the trotting- 
horse world just now. It seems to be the con 
sensus of opinion that no borse should be allowed 
to start in a slower class than his own record. 
One of the brightest secretaries in Kentucky says 
that the better way to handicap with records is to 
allow them to enterin purse races in the same 
way that has been customary. Then, if a horse 
trots faster than the class in which he is 
entered before that particular race comes 
off, it shall ö optional with the 
owner to start him in a purse race of 
the same sie with horses of the same class of his 
new performance or to refund to the owner the 
entrance money. This appears to be the most 
equitable planso far suggested, aud if adopted 
trotting races will soon become hot contests. 
As at present condu>ted they are very frequently 
nothing better than processions. One particular 
horse often outclasses his field to such an extent 
that there is absolutely no interest taken in the 
race, and not enough money is wagered on the 
result to make it at all interest. for those who 
cannot enjoy a race unless they have something 


invested.

SOMETHING NEW IN ELECTRIC LIGHTING, 


A San Francisco Invention That May Revo- 
lationize the System. 

San Francisco Examiner: A San Francisco 
genius has just perfected an invention which 
will certainly be the most important in the 
application of electricity since Edison first 
produced an electric hght, 

J. F. Sanders, a chemist, has been experi- 
menting with the carbons that are used in the 
ordinary arc lights, and his results will proba- 
bly go farther toward breaking the com- 
bines in this and other cities than anything 
else in sight. 

One of his lampe was seen yesterday and 
it is not surprising that visitors —— a 
— section of sunlight had been intro- 


d e 

Mr. Sanders’ patents have to do entirely 
with the carbons, the method of producing 
the current being the same as in other sys- 
tems. But there are some important changes 
in the lamp. : 

In the new system the carbons are placed 
in contact and the light is produced without 
all noise 1 8 4 the 
“buzz” whi arc = 
makes and the lamp may be operated 
a current either from a dynamo or a battery. 
The one which was exhibited yesterday was 
supplied by a battery of only four ceils, yet it 
illuminated a large room, and at a distance 
thirty feet ordinary print could be easily re 

The lamp is a very simple affair, and at first 
sight it looks like the arc lamp, but there is 
much less of it—just a simple frame with a 
couple of catches to hold the carbons in place; 
but this simplicity in construction gives much 
better opportunity for elaborate ornamenta- 
tion, will make it much more popular for 
illumination of private houses, : 

J have been at work since 1881,” said Mr. 
Sanders,. in common with many others, 
trying to introduce other light-giving in- 
gredients in the carbon which would produce 
a more perfect light and more nearly ap- 
proach to sunlight. 

Sunlight, you know, is the perfect light. 
The artificial light which most resembles it 
is the magnesium light, but that is very ex- 
pensive, so I have n experimenting, and 
my theory was that if the magnesium could 
be combined with the carbon an almost per- 
fect light would be produced. And in that, 
after a good many years, I have succeeded, 
and a ray of light from one of my lamps can 
be 8 into the seven primary colors. 

We are born in the sunlight; it is natural 
to us, and I have found a light which is just as 
perfectly adapted to us. 

In the are light a very strong current 
fuses the carbon, and the current in jumping 
from. one pole to the other, in addition to the 
noise, makes a constant flicker, and the rays, 
when analyzed, do not show the same compo- 
sition as the sun’s rays. > 

The incandescent light 1s made by heating 
the carben in a vacuum until it glows.’ There 
is no ray from it; it is only a glow light. 

»In my light the carbons are in contact, 
and the light-giving substances produce a 
clear light, perfectly quiet and as steady as 
the suns rays.” 

This was a very aoticeable feature of the 
light. It burned wit steadiness of an 
incandescent light. n fact, it seemed an 
incandescent light in the open air, but the 
light was much whiter. 

But,“ continued Mr. Sanders, “the qual- 
ity of the light is net the only thing I have 
gute. I can produce the same ‘amount of 

ight for about one-sixth of the power. It 
takes about three-fourths of one horse-power 
to give one ordinary arc, while with one horse- 
power I can produce five lights, each of equal 
intensity. 
And one thing more, which is quite im- 
portant. This light gives off ozone, 60 it is 
very healthful. 

Ozone is a combination of electricity and 
oxygen, and is always present in the air after 
a thunder-storm. It is what sours the milk 
during a storm, and that quality in the air, 
which makes people say that the lightning 
purifies the air, whereas it is simply the pres- 
ence of this ‘something’ which is understood 
only by its effects. ButI have proved that 
this light does produce ozone, which is a prin- 
ciple of life in the air. 

Sixteen patents have been granted on the 
invention, and a local company is being or- 
ganized to set the light in operation.
